BLUEGRASS 
PIPELINE 
HALTS WORK

The developers of the Bluegrass Pipeline, which 
would snake across nearly 200 miles of Kentucky, 
have put their controversial project on indefinite 
hold, saying they don’t have enough customers for 
the natural gas liquids it would transport. 

“Although we continue to believe the Bluegrass 
Pipeline project is the best long-term solution in the 
marketplace, it has not received the necessary cus¬ 
tomer commitments to move forward,” the develop¬ 
ers, the Williams company and Boardwalk Pipeline 
Partners, announced Monday on the project website. 
“As such, we are exercising capital discipline and not 
proceeding with the proposed project at this time.” 

The Kentucky Oil and Gas Association had sup¬ 
ported the pipeline as an investment in infrastructure 
to move energy sourc¬ 
es through the state 
and nation. The natu¬ 
ral gas liquids would 
be used by the petro¬ 
chemical industry to 
make plastics, adhe¬ 
sives, fuels and other 
products for domestic 
and foreign markets. 

“It looks like the 
market is driving the 
decision,” said 
Andrew V. McNeill, 
the association’s 
executive director. 

Pipeline represen¬ 
tatives insisted in their announcement that the project 
was not dead, though they said they were closing 
company offices along the pipeline’s route that were 
used by their land agents. 

“Because we are no longer actively pursuing ease¬ 
ment acquisitions, we did not need the office space,” 
they said. Officials declined an interview. 

The pipeline triggered a fight in Kentucky ever 
since it was introduced last year, with at least 11 
counties passing resolutions in opposition or express¬ 
ing concern. Critics told anyone who would listen 
about their fears of explosions, leaks of the toxic 
chemicals contained in natural gas liquids and prop¬ 
erty-rights abuses. 

But the developers, who had argued the pipeline 
could be built and operated safely, said their decision 
was not based on opposition, which played out at 
public meetings, in the courts, the legislature, news 
outlets and social media, such as Facebook and 
Twitter. 

“Without firm agreements from customers, we 
could not justify continuing to spend capital on this 
project,” the developers said.

In 2013, there were 596 reports of child 
abuse in Grant County.

got involved in observing Child Abuse 
Prevention Awareness Month by placing 
blue ribbons and blue pin wheels in their 
lawns. 

This year, signs talking about Child 
Abuse Prevention, accompanied the dis¬ 
plays with the hope of educating the com¬ 
munity that child abuse doesn’t just happen 
in a large city, but right here in our back 
yard. 

Thanks to the efforts of the Family Re¬ 
source Centers, two ceremonies were held 
with speakers talking about child abuse and 
its impact financially and emotionally on a 
community. 

The reality is that child abuse isn’t just 
a family issue. It is an issue that finds its 
way into our schools, churches, clubs and 
organizations.

not belittle her because she needed 
help. They treated her like a person 
instead of a number so to speak.

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DOWN AND DIRTY 

Acclimate plants 
carefully to prevent 
burning foliage 

I made a big mistake last year and burned up my 
Kalanchoes- it took the entire summer for these 
cool succulents to recover. I will not make that 
mistake again. After adding another crinkled-leaf 
variety to my collection that I purchased from 
Gallrein’s greenhouses last week I set to the task of 
resetting our patio with plants and seat cushions. I 
was mindful of providing some afternoon shade for 
my succulent collection. As excited as we are for 
spring we must be slow with our houseplants as we 
transition from indoors to out. 

Nothing compares to the restorative powers of 
the great outdoors: more light, warmth, higher 
relative humidity and rainwater, this is what all our 
indoor plants are longing for. We winter over all 
sorts of plants from year to year: angel wing 
begonias, ferns, palms and favored succulents. They 
spend the winter in a restful state in a windowed 
basement or about the house. I’ve had pest 
problems only with the gardenia (I stand by my 
belief in neem oil as the best botanical pest control 
for treating plants in the fall before you bring them 
indoors), so at this point all I 
need to do is get the plants 
trimmed up, repotted if 
necessary, fertilized and 
acclimated for their summer 
holiday outdoors. 

First thing first, if a plant 
has a woody habit (like many 
aged tropicals do) trim up the 
oldest parts reserving the 
most vigorous parts of the 
plant. Shape up the rest 
making your cuts just above 
nodes where new growth is 
emerging. I have a tendency 
to cut away more than less, 
don’t be bashful, once the 
plants are outside and it gets 
hot and humid tropicals are in their element and will 
respond by putting on lots of new growth. This is 
where fertilization will help, as well. A diluted 
solution at watering time every couple of weeks is a 
good way to deliver extra nutrients to a hard 
working plant.

If plants have clearly become too big for their 
pots or there is more root mass compared to soil 
then you may consider repotting. Bump the plant 
up only one pot-size larger and use a potting 
mixture that reflects the needs of the plants. For 
instance, a succulent will prefer a grittier mixture 
that drains well; a gardenia will like a potting soil 
and compost mixture that will provide extra 
nutrients and retain some moisture.

sad looking plants it to take plenty of time 
transitioning them outside for the season. Do it 
slowly because the sun this time of the year is hotter 
than you think and when a plant moves from the 
filtered light of a sunny window in the basement to 
the full sun of the porch the foliage will get burned 
up in a matter of a couple of hours. Take several 
weeks to acclimate your plants to the direct rays of 
the sun. Some plants can replace foliage at a faster 
rate than others; some only do it once a year.. .don’t 
burn up these because you will have to wait several 
seasons before they can recover. 

All of this applies to your leafy houseplants, as 
well, although they typically require less pruning 
clean-up. If you move them out be sure to do it 
extra slowly, though. Tropical flowering plants 
typically have glossier or fuzzy foliage that can 
withstand bright light a bit better than the thinner 
foliage of plants like the peace lily and pothos. The 
average leafy houseplant will do well if it is located 
where it will get filtered light all day or morning sun 
and afternoon shade. 

I have a tendency to group plants near the water 
spigot for easy watering throughout the summer. If 
you have problems with critters digging around in 
your pots try putting pine cones, terracotta pot 
shards (a good use of broken pots) or a few 
strategically placed mid-sized stones (a good use of 
pretty stones you may have collected on our travels) 
to prevent easy scratching.

Welcome to 
the grand buffet 

F br the past several years on Thanksgiving and 
Christmas, my husband and I have gone to an out 
of the way place here in Florida for their Grand 
Hohday Buffet — and they ain’t lying. 

That’s one honking spread they put on. 

Here’s just a fraction of this year’s Christmas menu: 
roasted pears with herb goat cheese, roasted sweet po¬ 
tato soup with duck cracklings, grilled zucchini with 
tamarind balsamic reduction, peel-and-eat shrimp with 
cocktail sauce, made-to-order waffles and omelets, 
slow-roasted prime rib with Au Jus, roast pork loin with 
black cherry glaze, traditional sweet potato casserole 
with marshmallows, Yukon Gold garlic mashed pota¬ 
toes, Bananas Foster, orange creamsicle cake, pecan pie 
— and I can’t forget the charcuterie station with cheeses 
and nuts, fresh fruit, liver pates, antipasto meats and as¬ 
sorted breads and butter. 

Plus, bottomless glasses of champagne. 

Weeks before we go we print out the menu and read 
it out loud, oohing and ahhing and sighing. Drooling 
and moaning may or may not have taken place on oc¬ 
casion. 

We look forward to these meals with eager anticipa¬ 
tion. 

However, I must confess that my eagerness is mixed 
with angst. It seems that although outwardly my stom¬ 
ach may be big and flabby, when it comes to my actual 
stomach, “all you can eat” for me is “not much.” I fill 
up easily and fast. 

So every year I strategize over how to approach this 
annual eating event of Olympic Games scope, such 
as studying the training tips of championship-winning 
competitive eaters like Joey Chestnut who can scarf 
down 68 hot dogs in 10 minutes. 

I’ve tried drinking a gallon of water the day before, 
hoping to stretch my stomach a bit so I can fit in more 
food, but so far that hasn’t helped. 

I’ve tried wearing loose pants, not eating anything 
after bedtime the night before, pacing myself as I eat, 
yet I still can’t eat as much as I want. I’ve even toyed 
with the idea of bringing a plastic-lined tote bag with me 
and stuffing it with shrimp scampi and red velvet cake, 
but that’s just wrong. Besides, I haven’t figured out how 
to do it without getting caught. 

It doesn’t seem fair. As I carefully fill my plate with 
teeny taste-size portions 
of yummy delicious¬ 
ness, I watch in envy 
as eveiyone around me 
piles their plates with 
mountain-size servings, 
eats it all and then goes 
back for more. 

That’s what I want! 
All I want is more. 

More baby arti¬ 
chokes, more green 
beans almandine. More 
bread pudding with 
bourbon sauce, more 
linguini, more pie. 

Alas, it’s not to be. 
(One year I did try 
to go beyond my limit. 
Let’s just say I over¬ 
flowed. On my shoes.) 
Recently, I was thinking about our annual buffet pil¬ 
grimages and how bountifiil and beautiful they always 
are. I thought about how full I always feel and my in¬ 
tense longing to be able to contain more — and what 
that really meant. I mean other than the obvious trivial¬ 
ity, misguided pettiness and sinful gluttony. 

I remembered what the psalmist wrote: “O taste and 
see that the Lord is good; blessed is the one who takes 
refuge in him” (Psalm 34:8). 

Another translation says it like this: “Oh, put God 
to the test and see how kind he is! See for yourself the 
way his mercies shower down on all who trust in him.” 

At the buffet, my husband especially likes the sea¬ 
food salad and I like the smoked salmon that’s always 
served whenever we go, and throughout the year we re¬ 
member how good they taste and how we can’t wait to 
taste them again. 

Someone once said that all of life illustrates biblical 
tmth, and the tmth is that, just as I’ve tasted roast turkey 
with giblet gravy and spirited cranberry orange sauce 
and delighted in its goodness, I’ve also tasted the good¬ 
ness of God and the sweetness of his mercy and grace. 

He has been kind to me, patient with my foolishness, 
faithful despite my unfaithfulness, loving me consis¬ 
tently in all of my unloveliness. 

God has graciously set a table before me (and 
you, too), that we may feast, not on seafood salad and 
smoked salmon, as good as that may be, but on himself, 
never being full because there’s always room for more 
of him, yet always being satisfied. 

Being satisfied — that’s all anyone wants anyway. 
Maybe I’ve just been seeking it at the wrong table.

With just three weeks remaining in the 
regular season, Williamstown baseball 
coach A.J. Mason is pleased with what 
he is seeing from his young squad. 

The Demons are competing, going 
toe-to-toe with their opponents with¬ 
out flinching, while holding their own 
against teams much bigger and more ex¬ 
perienced.

Snow and inclement weather wrecked havoc on local 
schools this year. 

Calendars had to be amended and final days for stu¬ 
dents pushed back. 

Spring break was canceled for Grant County. 

Now, Grant County and Williamstown Independent 
school districts have approved next year’s school calen¬ 
dars with fingers crossed adjustments won’t have to be 
made. 

With no missed days, the last day for Grant County 
and Williamstown students will be May 22, 2015. 

Once again, Grant County Schools will have a calen¬ 
dar with a staggered start for students. 

The first day for sixth graders and freshmen will be 
Tuesday, Aug. 20, while students in all other grades will 
begin the new year on Aug. 21. 

However, sixth and ninth graders will not attend class 

All students will attend daily 
beginning Aug. 22. 

The goal of the schedule is to 
allow students who will be attend¬ 
ing new buildings the opportunity 
to become acclimated to their sur¬ 
roundings, schedules and expecta¬ 
tions before being joined by the 
older students. 

Days off for all students include 
Sept. 1 (Labor Day), Oct. 9-10 
(KEA Day and professional devel¬ 
opment), Oct. 13 (Teacher Contract 
Day), Nov. 4 (Election Day), Nov. 
26-28 (Thanksgiving), Dec. 1 
(Teacher Contract Day), Dec. 
22-Jan. 2, 2015 (Christmas Break), 
Jan. 19, 2015 (Martin Luther King 
Jr. Day), Feb. 16, 2015 (Teacher 
Contract Day), April 6-April 10, 2015 (Spring Break) 
and May 19, 2015 (Teacher Contract Day). 

Makeup days that may be used include May 26 
through June 10, however, if six or more days are missed 
due to inclement weather, Feb. 16 and spring break may 
also be considered. 

For Williamstown Independent Schools, the opening 
day for students will be Aug. 14 while the school year is 
scheduled to end May 22.

“I always thought that maybe one 
day, if I practiced a lot, I would be able 
to be in that situation. By God’s grace, 
I was able to actually become a Wildcat. 
I’ve won a national championship. I’ve 
been able to play with countless NBA 
players.” 

As students get ready to take state 
tests, Poison attributed the Wildcats’ 
runner-up finish in the NCAA tourna¬ 
ment to how hard the players worked 
all year. 

The students need to do the same to 
achieve positive results, Poison said. 

“You guys have worked all year 
long doing a lot of homework and tak¬ 
ing a lot of tests you probably didn’t 
want to take,” he said. “But, all of that 
hard work is now going to be put into 
your (state) testing. If you all do not try 
hard on that testing, that’s kind of wast¬ 
ing all you guys did all year long. If we 
didn’t try hard and make it all the way 
to the NCAA championship game, we 
would have wasted all that hard work 
and talent we had.” 

Moss, who played for UK from 
2002 to 2006, explained how school 
and a basketball team are interchange¬ 
able. 

“You have your classmates, who are 
your teammates. You have your teach¬ 
ers, who are your coaches,” Moss said 
to Sherman Elementary students. “The 
coaches are always going to put you in 
a position to make sure you can do your 
best. You have to listen to your coach 
and understand that whatever they’re 
telling you is the right thing. When they 
give you homework, it’s not because 
they don’t like you. It’s because they’re 
trying to prepare you for what you need 
to do when you get to the test, which is 
the game.” 

The players also stressed the impor¬ 
tance of not bullying other students and 
to let teachers know if they see a class¬ 
mate being bullied. 

“When I was your age I saw a lot of 
bullying in school, people making fun 
of players,” Lamb said to Sherman 
students. “I didn’t like it. I always 
thought that you treat people how you 
want to be treated.” 

One overriding theme the players 
also taught the students was to never 
give up and to keep working hard and 
practicing to make yourself better. 

Hood, who had to sit out a year to 
recover from a devastating ACL injury, 
said it was difficult not to want to give 
up at times. 


However, with help from his team¬ 
mates’ encouragement, he made a full 
recovery and returned to not only play, 
but serve as a team leader. 

“That is one of the best memories 
I’ve had at my time at UK,” he said to 
Mason-Corinth-Elementary students. 
“Hanging out with those guys in the 
rehab room and just talking. It got my 
mind off my knee. They pushed me so 
much. They got me back and got me 
better. Now, I’m back to 100 percent 
and I’m going to try to play overseas 
after the year. Never give up. That’s the 
hardest part.” 

With a team filled with five-star 
recruits and McDonald’s All- 
Americans, Poison admits he was never 
the most talented member of the team. 

But, he said that did not stop him 
from tirelessly continuing to reach his 
goal and get on the court despite what 
some may see as his shortcomings. 

“I’m a lot shorter than a lot of the 
players,” Poison said. “I may not be 
able to jump as high as a lot of players 
or shoot as much, but I wanted to work 
harder than everyone every single day. 
My first two years, I wasn’t able to 
play that much and I didn’t see the 
court a lot. But, my coaches saw me in 
practice working as hard as I can. 
Because of that they were able to 
reward me with some playing time my 
last two years. That was really cool for 
me.” 

Despite the meaningful messages 
from the players, of course, there was 
also talk of basketball. 

Mills, a Kentucky native, broke the 
news to MCE students and faculty that 
twins Aaron and Andrew Harrison 
would be returning for their sophomore 
season. 

“What’s exciting about that is next 
year the Kentucky basketball team will 
start out ranked preseason number one 
and will be favored to win the national 
championship,” he said. “We need to 
be very careful though. Do not let any¬ 
one mention the phrase 40-0 this next 
year. Just take it out of your vocabu¬ 
lary.” 

Moss joked with Sherman 
Elementary kindergarten teacher 
Derrick Haley about where his team 
allegiances stood. 

“I understand we have a lot of 
Louisville Cardinal fans here?” he said 
as he shook Haley’s hand. “On the 
count of three, everybody boo this 
guy.” 

The Sherman Elementary students 
happily obliged. 


Lamb reminisced about what it was 
like winning the 2012 national champi¬ 
onship. 

“It was a great feeling, a dream 
come tme for me and my teammates,” 
he said. “We had a great time the whole 
season, winning a lot of games, being 
on the cover of ESPN the Magazine 
and doing a lot of things and meeting a 
lot of players. You can’t beat it.” 

Hood even gave fans a behind-the- 
scenes glimpse of what may have led 
to the Wildcats turning the disappoint¬ 
ing season around and making a mn to 
the title game in the tournament. 

“Guys weren’t playing together,” he 
said. “Guys weren’t trusting each other. 
Guys weren’t getting along. We had a 
players only meeting that night and all 
we talked about is that we have to start 
becoming a family.” 

Poison and Hood both told students 
about a memorable moment when the 
UK team played a pick-up game with 
NBA star Lebron James in Lexington. 

“I wasn’t supposed to be guarding 
him because Lebron James is 6 foot, 9 
inches and 260 pounds,” Hood said. 
“When I was guarding him, I was 6 
foot, 6 inches and 185 pounds. It was a 
total mismatch. He took me straight 
down into the post, turned around and 
scored on me. The next time, I got 
switched on him again, he took me 
down into the post, because I was very 
skinny, and he turned around and tried 
to dunk on me. He missed it, but the 
ball bounced around on the rim and 
went in. So, I have guarded Lebron 
twice and he has scored on me twice.” 

Poison is happy to tell anyone that 
his experience against James ended a 
little differently. 

“I was trying to be physical with 
him and he could have dribbled right 
past me and dunked on me,” he said. 
“Instead, he chose to take a fade-away 
three-pointer and he missed it. So, I can 
now say that I stopped Lebron James 
one time.” 

The Big Blue visits to Grant County 
did not end with the School is Cool 
event. 

Wildcats and More hosted an auto¬ 
graph signing April 27 with freshman 
James Young, who has declared for the 
NBA Draft.

2. A very serious issue facing the Kentucky Court of Justice and, thus, facing me 
if I am elected to the bench of the Court of Appeals is securing adequate funding to 
operate the court system effectively and efficiently. For several years, the state has 
cut the budget of the Court of Justice. We now face a crisis in which it is difficult to 
recruit and retain support staff for the courts and clerks of courts because salaries 
and benefits have not kept pace with other government agencies or the private sector. 
Lack of adequate funding, unless properly addressed, threatens to close the court¬ 
house doors to citizens who need a fair and impartial court system for resolution 
of disputes and to right wrongs that have been committed upon them.

INSPECTION PERIOD 
FOR THE PROPERTY TAX 
ASSESSMENT ROLL 

The Grant County real property tax roll will be 
opened for inspection from May 5 through May 19, 
2014. Under the supervision of the property 
valuation administrator or one of the deputies, any 
person may inspect the tax roll. 

This is the January 1, 2014, assessment on which 
state, county, and school taxes for 2014 will be due 
about September 15, 2014. 

The tax roll is in the office of the property valuation 
administrator in the county courthouse and may be 
inspected between the hours and 8:00 a.m. and 4:00 
D.m. and Saturday 8:00 a.m.-12:00 n.m. 


Any taxpayer desiring to appeal an assessment on 
real property made by the PVA must first request a 
conference with the PVA or a designated deputy. The 
conference may be held prior to or during the 
inspection period. 

After the conference with the PVA or designated 
deputy, any taxpayer still aggrieved by an assessment 
on real property may appeal to the county board of 
assessment appeals. 

The taxpayer can appeal his assessment by filing in 
person or sending a letter or other written petition 
stating the reasons for appeal, identifying the 
property and stating the taxpayer’s opinion of the fair 
cash value of the property. 

The appeal must be received in the county clerk’s 
office no later than one work day following the 
conclusion of the inspection period. 

A taxpayer failing to appeal to the county board of 
assessment appeals, or failing to appear before the 
board, either in person or by designated 
representative, will not be eligible to appeal directly 
to the Kentucky Board of Tax Appeals. 

Appeals of personal property assessments shall not 
be made to the county board of assessment appeals. 
Personal property taxpayers shall be served notice 
under the provisions of KRS 132.450(4) and shall 
have the protest and appeal rights granted under the 
provisions of KRS 131.110. 

The following steps should be taken when a taxpayer 
does not agree with the assessed value of personal 
property as determined by the property valuation 
administrator. 

(1) He must list under protest (for certification) what 
he believes to be the fair cash value of his property. 

(2) He must file a written protest directly with the 
Department of Revenue, Office of Property Valuation 
witnin 30 days from the date of the notice of 


within 30 days from the date of the notice of 
assessment. 

(3) This protest must be in accordance with KRS 
131.110 

(4) The final decision of the Department of Revenue 
may be appealed to the Kentucky Board of Tax 
Appeals.

The Bluegrass Pipeline 
suffered setbacks this year, 
including a March 25 ruling 
by Franklin Circuit Judge 
Phillip Shepherd, who de¬ 
termined that it does not 
have the legal authority to 
condemn land to pipe natu¬ 
ral gas liquids across the 
commonwealth. 

He ruled the project 
could not use eminent do¬ 
main because the legisla¬ 
ture has not granted that 
authority, and because the 
pipeline does not serve the 


energy needs of Kentucki¬ 
ans and would not be regu¬ 
lated by the Kentucky Pub¬ 
lic Service Commission. 

Pipeline opponents, 
however, couldn’t persuade 
the Kentucky General As¬ 
sembly to pass a bill that 
would have specifically 
blocked Bluegrass Pipeline 
from using eminent do¬ 
main. 

In February, the compa¬ 
ny said it was pushing con¬ 
struction completion back 
more than a year to the end 
2016, to “better align with 
the needs of producers.” 


In April, The Courier- 
Journal detailed how the 
U.S. Army Corps of Engi¬ 
neers had found the proj¬ 
ect’s wetlands-destruction 
permit application lacking. 
The federal agency was 
asking the pipeline for a lot 
more information on how 
it would affect more than 
750 streams or other water 
crossings in Kentucky. Wil¬ 
liams had withdrawn its ap¬ 
plication to the Corps, but 
at the time was promising 
to resubmit a new applica¬ 
tion. 

The pipeline said it had 


secured about two-thirds of 
its route across Kentucky, 
and its announcement today 
means those people may 
never see full payments for 
the easements they sold. 

Pipeline officials said 
that in most cases, they 
had purchased options to 
buy the easements, paying 
an upfront, nonrefundable 
amount to the landowners, 
with the obligation to pay 
the remainder of the agree¬ 
ment if the pipeline were to 
go through their property. 
Those agreements typically 
expire within three years, 


they said. 

Two property owners 
who reached deals with 
the pipeline said Monday 
that the initial payment was 
large enough that they were 
indifferent on whether it 
would be constructed. They 
did not disclose the terms of 
their agreements. 

“It really doesn’t mat¬ 
ter to us either way,” said 
Amy Pribble, a Grant 
County landowner. “They 
were very generous to us up 
front.” 

Gordon Board of Breck¬ 
inridge County said, “I’m 


real pleased with the way 
they treated me. I don’t care 
whether it’s built or not.” 

Company maps showed 
the Bluegrass route boring 
under the Ohio River from 
Ohio, with the pipeline en¬ 
tering Kentucky northwest 
of Bradford, in Bracken 
County. 

From there, the route 
would require new con¬ 
struction through 12 other 
counties: Pendleton, Grant, 
Harrison, Owen, Scott, 
Franklin, Woodford, An¬ 
derson, Nelson, LaRue, 
Hardin and Breckinridge.
